any knitters make 
a garment only 
to find that it exposes their 
belly button, accentuates a 
large chest, or makes petite 
arms look downright simian 
because of its long sleeves. 
There are measures that you 
can take to avoid this, from 
implementing a few little 
tricks to rewriting the pat- 
tern. But before you head for 
the graph paper, you need a 
firm grasp of the basics. In 
this first part of our series, 
we*ll concentrate on mea- 
surement and ease. In our 
next issue, we’ll move into 
adapting an existing pattern. 

In an effort to be all- 
inclusive, designers often 



size patterns from 2 to 22. 
At a department store, 
those garments would be 
in three departments and 
tailored differently for 
petite, average, and plus- 
size bodies. Imagine how 
difficult it is to design a 
pattern that is all things to 
all people. 

Conversely, you certain- 
ly know how difficult it can 
be to find a pattern that 
fits the way you would like 
it to. But armed with your 
precise measurements and 
the knowledge of how ease 
plays a role in a garment s 
fit, you can feel more confi- 
dent that the project you’re 
knitting will fit you.

Measure for Measure 

Before you set foot in a yarn 
store or choose a pattern, it’s 
essential to take precise body 
measurements (see our Mea- 
surement Guide for standard 
guidelines). Instead of play- 
ing a game of Twister with 
your tape measure, enlist 
the help of a friend to ensure 
your numbers are correct. 

Because you will be 
adding ease yourself— 
more on that shortly— it’s 
important to get true body 
measurements. You should 
be wearing your Skivvies or 
close-fitting garments. And 
the measuring tape should 
be taut, but not restrictive 
or gaping. Note that if you 
plan on significantly alter- 
ing patterns, you may want 
to seek out a professional, 
such as a seamstress. 

Ease to Please 

Because you’re starting with 
precise body measurements, 
you’ll want to add what’s 
called “ease.” Ease dictates 
how many inches you add 
to your body measurements 
to determine how a gar- 



ment will fit (see "Standard 
Garment Ease," lower left). 
The more “positive ease” a 
garment has, the looser it is. 
Likewise, if a pattern adver- 
tises “negative ease,” count 
on it being form fitting. 

To determine which 
size to knit or to find out 
how close-fitting a garment 
is, compare a pattern’s 
“finished garment” measure- 
ments with its “to fit” mea- 
surements. The difference 
between the two is the ease 
of the pattern. 

With essential numbers 
in hand, plus knowledge of 
ease and its importance, you 
can seek out a pattern that 
will realistically fit you as is, 
or with a little tinkering. 

Also, you can determine 
whether you should knit a 
bigger or smaller size. Most 
important, you can avoid 
finding out the fit of a gar- 
ment after you’ve put hours 
of effort into making it. 

Stay tuned for technical 
information on adapting 
patterns to your body’s 
measurements, which we'll 
tackle in the next issue.

^ What is mosaic 
knitting and uuhat 
makes it different from 
sLip-stitch knitting? 



® Slip-stitch knitting 
describes any 
pattern in which a stitch is 
slipped from one needle to 
another, but it is most often 
used as a synonym for 
mosaic knitting. 

Barbara Walker coined 
the latter term for two- 
color slip-stitch knitting 
and eventually wrote the 
definitive book on the topic 
called — surprise ! — Mosaic 
Knitting (Scribner, 1976). 
The technique lets you enjoy 



color knitting without the 
frustration of carrying two 
colors across a row at the 
same time. 

In mosaic knitting, you 
work two rows of a motif at 
a time, first using one color 
and slipping stitches of the 
second color purlwise. You 
continue working the motif 
in two-row increments, 
slipping the less-dominant 
color depending on the 
motif (see example below). 
Make sure each right-side 
row has a complementary 
wrong- side row. 

Always slip the stitches 
with the working yarn on 
the wrong side. In other 
words, on right-side rows, 
slip stitches with the yarn 



Mosaic knitters claim their method is 
easier. Fair Isle aficionados counter that 
you end up knitting twice as many rows !

in back, and on wrong-side 
rows, slip stitches with the 
yarn in front. 

As a start, try one of 
Barbara s motifs used in our 
“Winter Frost” patterns, 
starting on page 40. 




I haue a tendency 
' to bind off too 
tightly. Horn can I bind : ; 
off more loosely? 



This is a common 
issue. In fact, patterns 
often direct knitters to “bind 
off loosely” as a reminder to 
pay attention to their tension. 

The easiest technique is 
to either bind off using two 
needles at a time or switch 
to needles one size larger 
than you are using for your 
project (this technique can 
also work for casting on, by 
the way). 

These methods may not 
entirely solve your problem, 
however, because you may 
be a tight knitter in general. 

Check to make sure 
you re not “tugging” the 
yarn as you knit in an effort 
to make every stitch uni- 
form, which is common— 
especially for beginner 
knitters. If you are a tight 
knitter, check your general 
technique. You may be knit- 
ting with the tapered ends of 
your needles instead of the 
straight part, for instance. 




A tight bind-off can 
cause mismatched seams, 
tight armholes, and a too- 
small neck hole, to name a 
few potential disasters. So 
suffice it to say, even trying 
these common methods 
and focusing on your 
technique may not always 
achieve your goal. 

The esteemed Elizabeth 
Zimmermann advocated an 
alternate method, the sewn 
bind- off. 

When you re ready to 
bind off, thread a tapestry 
needle, leaving a tail about 
four times the length 
of the edge. Insert the 
needle purlwise (weaving 
it through the right stitch 
and then the left). Leav- 
ing both stitches on the 
needle, sew through each 
stitch as if to knit (from 
left to right) and remove 
the stitch from the needle. 
Continue merrily down 
the row until you re out 
of stitches. At that point 
weave in the end. This 
should give your project a 
pleasingly elastic edge. sK

Work two rows, one RS row 
and one WS row, in an identical 
color scheme, which is repre- 
sented by a single row on the 
chart and makes one “row” of 
the pattern. Knit the RS rows 
and purl the WS rows. Stitches 
should be slipped purlwise 
wyib on RS rows — which are 
knit — and wyif on WS rows — 
which are purled. The working 
color for a specific row of the 
motif is specified by the color 
of the first or last square on the 
chart. For example. Row 1 of 
the chart begins with a color 
D square, so that row and the 
subsequent WS row are worked 
with color D. In the case of Row 
1, knit the color D stitches and 
slip the color A stitches; for 
Row 2, purl the color D stitches 
and slip the color A stitches.

Work in Lace Pattern until 11 
vertical repeats of pattern have 
been completed. 

Bind off. 

Sew straight edge of Collar 



to neck edge, beginning and 
ending at pick-up edge of front 
bands.

Brim 

With larger needles and A, cast 
on 4 sts. 

Work in Lace Pattern until 13 
vertical repeats of pattern have 
been completed. 

Bind off. 

Sew cast-on edge to bound-off 
edge. 

Croujn 

With RS of Brim facing, us- 
ing A and beginning at seam, 
pick up and knit 39 sts along 
straight edge of Trim. Divide 
sts evenly around 3. Join to 
work in rounds. Place marker 
for beginning of round. 

Round 1 ^ Knit. 

Round 2 > Cut A and join B. 



Knit. 

Round 3 > Bind off 6 sts, k6, 
bind off 6 sts, knit to end. 
Round 4 ^ Knit, casting on 6 
sts over bound- off sts. 

Round 5 ^ Knit. 

Round 6 > ’^Kl-f/b; repeat 
from to end— 78 sts. 

Rounds 7-12 ♦ Knit. 

Round 13 ^ ^^K2tog; repeat 
from to end — 39 sts. 

Rounds 14-18 ^ [K2tog, knit to last 
2 sts on needle, skp] 3 times — 9 
sts remain after Round 18. 

Cut yarn, leaving a long tail. 
Pull tail through remaining sts 
to close, and knot to secure. 

FINISHING 

Weave in ends.

With D, cast on 11 sts. 

Roujs 1-2 ^ Knit.

Rouj 7 ^ K5, join second ball of 
yarn and bind off 5 sts, knit to 
end of row — 5 sts each side.

Roujs 1-2 ^ Knit.

Rouj 19 ^ K2tog, k3, k2tog— 5 sts. 
Rouj 20 > Knit. 

Bind off. 

Strap 

With D, cast on 3 sts.

With smaller needles and A, 
cast on 4 sts. 

Work in Lace Pattern until 7 
vertical repeats of pattern have 
been completed. 

Bind off all sts. 

Sew cast-on edge to bound-off 
edge. Slide Cuff up Stocking 
to toothpicks and sew to top of 
Stocking. Insert fourth tooth- 
pick into top of Stocking (see 
photo). Weave in ends.
